Rep. 2nd row once, then 1st and 2nd rows once. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP—Using a fine back stitch seam, sew sleeves 
to fronts and back, noting that tops of sleeves form part of 
neckline.

[then Size C only in every 6th row until there are 78 sts.

[C—81] stitches. 

1st row. —K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

2nd row. —* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

| 3rd row. —As 1st row. 

4th row. —Rib 6 [B—rib 8] [C—rib 10], * inc. once in 
each of next 2 sts., rib 4, rep. from * to last 7 [B—9] 
[C—11] sts., inc. once in each of next 2 sts., rib 5 
[B—rib 7] [C—rib 9]. (95 [B—99] [C—103] sts.) 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 6 ins. from 
commencement. Cast off in rib. 
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NOTE—If matching wool is not obtainable for sewing 
seams, draw the thicker binding thread from the yarn and 
use double. 

TO MAKE UP—DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam for 
ribbing and a fine back stitch seam for other seams, sew up 
side and sleeve seams.

For a light brushing a nylon nail brush may be used, for 
heavy brushing a teazle brush is necessary. Hold the fabric 
firmly and give it a series of light dabs with the brush, at 
the end of each dab give a gentle pulling or lifting motion, 
always in the same direction. 

Heavy or careless brushing can easily cause a tear, but if 
the brush can be made to just lightly grip the surface and 
the action is gentle a beautiful effect can be obtained. 
Continue until a fluffy surface has been raised equally all 
over the garment. 

Sew on buttons to correspond with buttonholes. Sew press 
stud at neck.

Avoid disappointment — buy the wool recom¬ 
mended. Buy wisely — buy enough of the one 
dye-lot — the same dye-lot cannot be repeated. 

HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION — Before 
you commence knitting, Check your tension 
carefully—on this depends the success of the 
finished article. Take the wool and needles 
specified in the instructions, cast on 20 stitches, 
work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. Lightly 
press work. Check the tension by placing an 
inch tape across the stitches, count the exact 
number of stitches to one inch and compare 
with the tension given in the instructions. 
All tensions are measured over plain smooth 
fabric, lightly pressed. If your tension is too 
loose, try a size finer needle. If your tension is 
too tight, try a size coarser needle. If there is 
more than one size of needle recommended 
in the recipe and you alter the needles to 
obtain the correct tension in plain smooth 
fabric, corresponding alterations must be made 
to the needles throughout the instructions.
